New Delhi, the 19 th January 1968 

S.R.O. 78. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules to amend 
the Ministry of Defence, School of Foreign Languages (Class I Gazetted post) 
Recruitment Rules, 1986. 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Ministry of Defence, School of Foreign 
Languages (Class I Gazetted post) Recruitment (Amendment) Rules, 1968. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Ministry of Defence, School of Foreign Languages (Class I Gazetted 
post) Recruitment Rules, 1966 after rule 5, the following rule shall be inserted, 
namely 

“0- Power to relax . — Where the Central Government Is of the opinion 
that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax, In consultation with the 
Union Public Service Commission, any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts”.

282 and section 288 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), to the bye-laws 

regarding the regulation or prohibition ol uatiic in the streets published with 
the late Government of United Provinces Notification No. 3773-II/XT28-C-25, 
dated 11th November, 1932, as amended by Gazette Notification S.ft.O. No. 479, 
dated 1st December, 1961 are hereby published for general information, the same 
having been previously published, and having been approved and confirmed by the 
Central Government as required by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the said Act, 
namely : — 


In the said bye-laws, for bye-laws No. 3 the following bye-law shall bo 
substituted, namely : — 

“3. No motor vehicle shall be driven on any road within the Cantonment 
limits at speeds higher than those prescribed below

(2 of 1924), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules further 
ie amend the Military Lands and Cantonments Service (Class I and Class II) 

.Rules, 1951, the same having been previously published gs required by sub- 

section (1) of the said section, namely:— 

1. (These rules may be called the Military Lands and Cantonments Service 
(Class I and Class II) Third Amendment Rules, 1968. 

2. In the Mili tary Lands and Cantonments Service (Class I and Class II) 
Rules, 1951,— 

(1) In rule 5, — - 

(a) to sub-rule (a), the following proviso shall be added, naipely : — 

“Provided that— (i) for a period of five years commencing from the 29th 

January, 1966, 25 per cent of the permanent vacancies to be filled 

by direct recruitment in any year shall be reserved for being 
filled in by the Emergency Commissioned Officers and Short Service 
Regular Commissioned Officers of the Aimed Forces of the Union 
who were commissioned on or after the 1st November, 1962, and, 
who are released at any time thereafter, 

tii) Where in any year any vacancies reserved for the Emergency 
Commissioned Officers and the Short Service Commissioned, 
Officers of the Armed Forces of the Union under sub-paragraph 
(i) remain unfilled for want of suitable Emergency Commissioned 
Officers and Short Service Commissioned Officers, such vacancies 
may be treated as unreserved and filled in the normal manner 
of direct recruitment; 

(iii) Where in any year any vacancies reserved for Emergency Com- 
missioned Officers and Short Service Commissioned Officers of the 
Armed Forces of the Union have been filled in by recruitment of 
other persons under sub-paragraph (ii), the number of such re- 
served vacancies shall be carried forward to the next succeeding 
year, but no such vacancy shall be carried forward for more than 
four years; 
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(iv) notwithstanding anything contained in this rule, the total numbei 
of vacancies reserved for the Emergency Commissioned Officers 
and the Short Service Regular Commissioned Officers of the 
Armed Forces of the Union and the Scheduled Castes and the 
Scheduled Tribes shall not exceed, in anv year, 46 per cent of the 
total number of permanent vacancies to be filled by direct recruit- 
ment in the year,” 

(b) to sub-rule (b), the following proviso shall be added, namely : — 

"Provided that (i) for a period of five years commencing from the 29th 
January, 1966, 30 per cent of the permanent vacancies to be filled 
by direct recruitment in any year shall be reserved for being filled 
in by the Emergency Commissioned Officers of the Armed Forces 
of the Union who were commissioned on or after the 1st Novem- 
ber. 1962, and who were released at any time thereafter; 

(ii) Where in any year any vacancies reserved for the Emergency Commis- 
sioned Officers and short Service Commissioned Officers of the Arm- 
ed Forces of the Union under sub-paragraph (h remain unfilled 
for want of suitable Emergency Commissioned Officers and Short 
Service Commissioned Officers, surh vacancies may be treated as 
unreserved and filled In the normal manner of direct recruitment, 

(in) where in anv vear any vacancies reserved for Emergency Com- 
missioned Officers and Short Service Commissioned Officers of the 
Armed Forces of the Union have been filled in by the recruitment 
of other persons under sub-paragraph (ii) the number of such 
reserved vacancies shall be carried forward to the next succeed- 
ing year, but no such vacancy shall be carried forward for more 
than four years, 

(iv) notwithstanding anything contained in this rule the total number 
of vacancies reserved for ihc Emergency Commissioned Officers 
and the Short Service Regular Commissioned Officers of the Armed 
Forces of the Union and the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribe, shall not exceed, in any vear so per cent of the total 
number of permanent vacancies to be filled bv direct recruitment 
in that year. 

(2) Rule 6 shall be renumbered as sub-rule (1) thereof and after that sub- 
rule as so renumbered, the following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely : — 

“(2) The method of recruitment, age limit and other (matters including 
matters connected with the fixation of seniority and pay Of the 
released Emergency Commissioned Officers and Short Service Regular 
Commissioned Officers in Class 1 and Class TI Cadres of the Service 
shall be regulated in accordance with the provisions of rules 4 and 
6 of the Demobilised Emergency Commissioned Officers and Short 
Service Regular Commissioned Officers of the Armed Forces of the 
Union (Reservation of vacancies In the Central Civil Services and 
posts Class I and Class n (Non-Technical) Rules 1986 published 
with the Notification of the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Home Affairs No CSR 1100 dated the 6th July, 1966 or the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in 
this behalf,”

— The following draft of certain rules further to amend the Military 
Lands and Cantonments Service (Class I and Class II) Rules, 1951, which the 
Central Government proDo.ses to make in exercise of the rowers conferred by 
Sub-Section (I) read with clause (ec) sub-section (2) of section 280 of the 
Cantonments Act. 1024 (2 of 1924). is hereby published as reciuired bv the said 
sub-section (1) for the information of all persons likely to be affected therebv 
and notice is hereby given that the said draft will he taken into consideration 
on or after 2nd April, 1968 

Anv objection or suggestion which may be received from anv person with 
respect to the said draft before the date aforesaid will be considered bv the 
Central Government. 
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Draft Rules 

1. These rules may be called the Military Lands and Cantonments Service 
(Class I and Class II) Amendment Rules, 1968. 

2. In the Military Lands and Cantonments Service (Class I and Class II) 
Rules, 1931, for rule 7 the following rule shall be Inserted namely : — 

“7. (a) A candidate selected for appointment to the service by direct re- 
cruitment or by promotion shall, from the date on which he joins 
be required to be on probation for a period which shall not ordinarily 
exceed 2 years. During this period, he shall be required to undergo 
such course of training as may be prescribed by Government. 

(b) Candidates selected for appointment fo Class I cadre of the service 
by direct recruitment shall also be required to undergo a course, of 
foundational training at the Notional Academy of Administration 
Mussoorie, and pass the test conducted by the Academy at the end 
of the course. In case any of the probationers does not pass such 
test, the first increment which he would, but for the provisions of 
this sub-rule be entitled to draw after the results of the test are 
announced, shall be postponed by one year op upto the date on 
which he becomes entitled to the next subsequent increment, which- 
ever is earlier.”
